OF FRANCE | 


_M. Robert Schuman takes 
his courage in bothehands in 
deciding to accept the. task 
of forming a government in 
France. It is only five weeks 
since his first Cabinet was 
compelled to resign, the de- 
feat of M. Andre Marie (his 
successor) emphasise the 
difficulties and this time M. 
Schuman has no reason to 
expect any assistange front 
the .Socialists, What are 
France's problems that pre- 
| vent the formation of a gov- 
ernment that will survive 
more than..a.féw weeks? 
Here are some of them, 
France’s export trade is: at 
so tow dn ebb that the whole 
of her’ dollar imports are ‘at 
«present being paid for by the 
United States. The yield of 
her taxes does not. nearly 
equal her State expenditure, 
which therefore _has,‘to be 
met by methods that persist- 
ently depreciate her cur- 
rency. Her people lack faith. 
in the fairness of her system 
of taxation as between one 
taxpayer and another; and 
partly for that reason French 
tax-evasions amount in the 
ageregate to enormous sums. 
Since the war she has com- 
pleted the nationalisation of 
her railways, and added that 
of her mines, part of her 
motor industry, her aircraft 
industry, and (in part) her 
banks; and now not one of 
these five great nationalised 
concerns pays its’ way.. Each 
of them hangs an additional: 
load round the neck of her 
‘Treasury. 

In these circumstances the 
value of the French franc is 
‘| constantly falling, or, to put 

it as the ordinary Frenchman 

-sees it, the. cost-of-living — is. 
_|,constantly rising. People 

with small fixed incomes, or 
employees ufable to strike, 
suffer the most cruel priva- 
tions. Those who can strike 
do so. but in so doing only 
take the general economic 
situation worse; while what 
. gains they win are soon. neu- 
tralised by the inflation, 
After a time many.begin to 
see that; yet uhder. the con- 
tinuing price-pressure’ they 
have to strike again and yet 
again, if only to secure a
